Sixty Others Missing In Six 
States Due To Floods, 
Tornadoes And Blizzards

| Terrific gales swept across a path of 
| desolation in the south and midwest 
| today, driving the worst April storm in 
history north-eastward toward the At- 
| lantic seaboard. Forty-eight persons 
were dead, victims of floods, tofnadoes 
and. raging blizzards. 

| Sixty others were missing in six 
states hit by the storm center as it 
blasted its way from the anadian plains 
to the Gulf of Mexico and back again. 

The known dead: Alabama, 13; In- 
diana, 10; Illinois, 10; Texas, 7; Geor- 
gia, 4; Missouri 3; and Iowa, 1. 

Forty five persons were missing in 
snowbound sections of the Texas pan- 
handle, nine in a flood zone near 
Whitestone, Ga. two in Dlinois, and 
four on snow blocked highways near 
Elk City, Okla. 

Throughout the flood areas, thous- 
ands. of persons were driven from their 
homes. U. S. Weather forecaster J. R. 
Lloyd at Chicago said little if any ad-

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About Police Salaries 


In connection with the municipal election, to be held on April 
12, there has been some discussion concerning the amount of money 
which the City of Placerville devotes to its Police Department, par- 
ticularly as to the matter of salaries, 

Phe city police department consists of the City Marshal, who is 
also City Work Superintendent, and three enforcement officers and 
the police judge, 


Who -erves on a part-time salary. 

Lest mis-information be accepted as fact, we have made inquiry 
concerning the salaries and find they are as follows: 

City Mar-hal. total salary $200 per month, of which $100 is 
paid for services a~ Chief of Police and $100 is paid for services 
as “Work Superintendent. The Work Superintendent's salary is 
paid out of the Water Department, 

One day-time patrol and trattie officer, $150 per month; 

fwo night officers at $135 per month each: 

Police Judge, part-time, $50 per month. 

This, we think, is a reasonable Police Department salary fund 
and a worthy investment by the city. 

Our community has been free of serious crime and petty of- 
fenders are being caught and punished. While it might be argued 
that in view of these circumstances, the police costs should be re- 
duced. that is not a proper approach to. the problem of law en- 
forcement, 

\dequate police protection is an insurance against crime. 

We would rather see the city pay the ~alary of one extra man a 
month and prevent crime, than to save the man’s salary at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers who would stand to lose by the commission 
of a burglary, holdup or other major crime.

The important thing, Douglas 
believes. for any sound recovery is to 
make sure that the surplus savings 
of the public begin again and flow ev- 
enly into industry.
